•which is run on so ingenious » principle that 
I feel bound to state it for the benefit of nay 
readers as may be concerned with similar in- 
stitutions. Though in soma sense a public 
library, the books are not given out free, a 
small sum being charged, so much per day f 01 
the use of them, and the library is open but 
two days in the week, and then only for a 
couple of hours. The consequence is obvious— 
a man takes out a book and finishes it per- 
haps on one of the off days. Then the wort 
Is laid aside, and he never thinks of it except 
on a day or at an hour when books are not 
received, and the result is that books are 
kept out for a week or two, at least, and a 
corresponding revenue accrues to the library. 
The advantage of this plan is twofold. Few 
books are read (always a great point gained 
in a public library), and for those that are 
read a large fee is extorted from the reader. 
It is superfluous to add that the books in thk 
library are carefully wrapped up in brown 
paper, and that the person who presides over 
it is eminently well suited for the post—Bos- 
ton Post.

The JODKXIL has not been in- 
formed as to the exact basis upon which 
the proposed settlement is to be made, bat 
i-i informed that the verified statements of 
the several di'cb owners, on file in the Re- 
corder's office, are to be taken a* conclu- 
sive of :he facts in tbe case, and lent the 
Court be anthorizecl to enter ft decree in ac- 
cordance with rights of the parties BB 
therein stated. With tbe stipulation which 
shall authorize the entering of a decree will 
In escalated an agreement, by tbe terms 
tf wli ch the signers thereof agree that 
when tbe water in the river is insufficient 
to supply all tbe ditcius at tbe same time, 
thatthevat3rBht.il be divided by time- 
that is to say, as many ditches as can be 
filled shall be the amount to which each is 
entitled for a given time, and then turned 
out and into other ditches in turn until all 
have had an equal div sion of the water as 
to quantity and as to time; that when it is 
necessary to so divide the water tbe lower 
ditches shall ba firjt filled, and the work of 
division proceed op the stream from the 
lower to the higher ditches.

this city a few days ago very suddenly, and 
it it to-day discovered that he left for fear 
of officers from the Esit who are on bis 
track for crimes so serious that if he is 
caught he will probably spend the rest of 
his life behind prison bars. Thief, swin- 
dler, confidence man and bigamist is the 
startling record of this man, who for a yew 
has occupied a high position here in busi 
nets circles. 
«• One year ago Browning cams here and 
met a young elerk in a leading dry goods 
store named Eyans. They both had a little 
money, and becoming fast friends, entered 
into partnership in tha second-hand furru- 
ture and hardware business. They were 
both regarded as honest, upright young 
business men, and the firm by its enterprise 
soon came to le looked on as one- of the 
most promising in the city. Browning be- 
came very popular in a large circle of 
friends, especi lly among the fair MI. 
He 


had his wife with him, and they set np 
housekeeping. But while hhtt was pretty 
and apparently devoted to him, he spent 
bat little it lii-i time at borne.

WASHINGTON, December 14.—The Wash- 


ington National Board of Promotion, in 
charge of the Three Americas' Exposition 
Movement. h*ve agreed upon a bill which 
wilt to-morrow ba introduced in both the 
Senate and House. It provides tbut the 
Three Americas' and World's Expasiticn 
shall be held at the National Cup.tol iu 
1892 in commemoration of tbe four bu- - 
dreth anniversary t.l the Discovery of 
America by Coluiubns, and tbat tha Presi- 
dent of the United St.ttts sball appoint a 
Governmental board of nine directors to 
formulate and superintend the execution of 
tbe plan for such exposition. The- plan 
provides tbut several buildings shall be 
erected ftr the exhibition of the various 
arts and industries of the three Americas 
and of the world; that tbe building erected 
as a museum for the three Americas shall 
remain as a memorial building in com- 
memoration of that great historical event 
and as a repository of the antiquities and 
history of the western hemisphere; that the 
statue of Christopher Columbus be un- 
veiled with appropriate ceremonies on tbe 
12th of October; that the President of tbe 
United States, through the Department of 
State, shall invite the participation of all 
the nations of the world, and all the States 
and Territories of the United States, and 
that the President of the United States 
shall especially invite the Presidents of the 
eighteen American sister republic?, the 
King of Italy, the Queen of Spain and the 
Presidents and reigning sovereigns of all 
other nations to visit the United States in 
1892 and join with him in the ceremonies 
attending the unveiling of said statue of 
Christopher Columbus.

Hopkins, seeing bis dajiger, 
etermined to hide his treasure until he 
ould evade his companion, and then to 
etnrn and get it and proceed on his jonr- 
ey. H« wrote a letter to his father, stat- 
ng what he bad done, and fearing that he 
igbi be murdered for bis money, gent a 
omplete description of the spot where tbe 
old was buried; also saying ttat if he 
icnld not return home in a reasonable 
ngta of time, to aend his brother, Richard, 
:ter the hidden treasure. Early ia 1861, 
efora the letter had reached its dtstinatioa, 
ilas Hopkins and Richard enlisted in the 
onfederate service, bilaa was killed in 
be early part of tbe war, and Richard, 
hough seriously wounded, recovered. 


Up to tbe close of tbe war, nothing 


or* had been heard of Henry. 
Suppes- 


g his brother to have been murdered, 
ichard came to this city in 1866 and after 
search of three weeks failed, to find the 
idden treasure. He returned home much 
sconrogad, thinking that Goodell bad 
ordered bis brother and found his gold,, 
oodtll did not continue his journey bome- 
ard, but returned to California and was 
led in a drunken fight two years later. 
"At the death of uncle Richard, a short 
me ago, tbe letter written to Henry came 
to my mother's possession and my 
rot her and I concluded to see what we 
>uld find out about it. 
We came to your 


ty last week and worked hard to discover 
le spot where the gold was buried. We 
id get discouraged and were just preper- 
ig to atop digging when my spade struck 
large rock.

ORDINANCE NO. 


Of the Town of Reno, Washes 


County, Nevada 


An Ordinance Regulating the Storage of 


Petroleum or the Kcllncd Product* 
of Petroleum. 


T 


HE BOAUD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
of Washoe county, State of Nevada, do ordain 
•s follows: 


SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for any 


person, firm or corporation ti etoie or permit the 
storage of, or keep for sale within the limits of 
the town of Reno, in any one building. In a larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, any petroleum, 
or the refined products of petroleum, eicept the 
aame be kept In metal cans or Iron tanks, and 
stored in a building or warehouse constru ted as 
herein provided, used and to be used exclusively 
for the storage of such substance and none other. 


SEC. 2. That any building or warehouse to be 


used for the purposes aforesaid sball be built of 
stone or brick or both combined, with at least 
thirteen inch walls, with metal roof and metal 
covered doors, so as to be practically fire-proof. 
That no such building or warehouse shall be 
erected until the person, firm or corporation shall 
have first submitted the site selected therefor to 
the County Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
for town purposes, and the said Commissioners 
shall have made • record of their approval of said 
site for such purpose, and sball have issued a per- 
mit authorizing men person, firm or corporation 
to erect such building or warehouse as hereij 
provided. 


SKO 3. That any person violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance Is hereby deemed 
guilty of committing a nuls&nce, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, sball be fined in any sum not less 
than one hundred dollars, and not more than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned iu the county 
Jail of Washoe county not exceeding ninety days, 
or by both auch fine and imprisonment. 


SEC. 4. All ordinances or parts of orrt'-sneis 


in conflict with this ordinance are hereby i.^—ed.
